CHAPTER III 
FILLING OF MAINTENANCE VACANCIES AND PROMOTIONS 
8 . Filling of malatonance vacanoles - ( 1) Maintenance vacancies in Grades V , 
VI and VII shall be filled 88 follows: 

( A ) Grado V . - The vacancies in Grade V shall be Alled in the following order 
of preference : 

1) by transfer of Assistants from other Government offices nominated by 

the Central ( Staff ) Surplus Cell of the Ministry of Home Affairs; 
(1 ) by promotion from amongst officers of Grade VI who have completed at

(b ) The remaining posts , which are those of stenographers shall be filled 

by recruitment in the following order of preference : 
(1) by transfer of Stenographers from other Government offices nominated 

by the Central ( Staff ) Surplus Cell of the Ministry of Home Affaire ; 
( 11 ) through the Employment Exchange in accordance with the rules on the 

subject as amended from time to time. 
NOTE. - Departinental officers of Grade VII may be considered along with 

the candidates sponsored by the Employment Exchange. The mini 
mum essential qualification shall be speed of 100 words per 

minute in shorthand and 40 words per minute in typewriting. 
( c ) Grade VII . — The vacancies in Grade VII shall lie Alled by recruit 

ment in the following order of preference : 


(1) by trangfor of the local Indian staff recruited by the Deputy High 

Commission of India , Dacca ; 
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(u ) by candidates nominated by the Central Surplus ( Staff ) Cell of the 

Ministry of Home Affairs ; 
( iii) through the Employment Exchange in accordance with the rules on 

the subject as amended from time to time; 


(iv ) by transfer from other Government offices , 
( 2 ) The minimum educational qualifications shall be Matriculation examina 
tion of an Indian University or equivalent in respect of candidates belonging to 
all the above four categories . 

7 . Promotions. — ( 1) Promotions to Grade V and Grade VI shall be made on 
the recommendations of the Junior Departmental Promotion Committee referred 
to in rule 8 . 

( 2 ) Subject to the provisions of sub - rule ( 1 ) , promotions to Grade V shall be 
made on an all India basis while those to Grade VI shall be made on a regional 
basis , that is to say from amongst Lower Division Clerks in the Regional Office 
in which the vacancy arises. 

8 . Junior Departmental Promotion Committee.- - The Junior Departmental Pro 
motion Committee , in respect of promotions to Grades V and VI, shall consist of 

( 1) the Chief Passport Omcer in the Ministry of External Affairs; 


(11) three Deputy Secretaries or Directors in the Ministry of External 

Affairs nominated by the Secretary or Additional Secretary in the 

Ministry of External Affairs ; and 
(ill ) the Under Secretary or Attache in charge of administration of C . P .E .O . 
9 . Fixation of Seniority : The seniority of officers in Grade V , VI and VII sball 
be fixed in accordance with the following principleg. - ( 1 ) Grade V - The inter - se 
seniority of officers promoted to Grade V shall be fixed on the basis of the merit 
llet complied by the Junior Departmental Promotion Commịttee and approved by 
the controlling authority . 


( 2 ) Grades VI and VII . - ( i ) As the promotion of Lower Division Clerks to 
Upper Division Clerk s Grade is to be made on the basis of seniority subject to 
rejection of unfit , seniority of persons promoted at the same time to the Grade 
of Upper Division Clerk shall be the same as their relative seniority in the grade 
of Lower Division Clerk .

( il ) A Stenographer who is recruited direct shall be placed before the last 
Upper Division Clerk promoted on a continuous and regular basis before the date 
of appointment of the Stenographer. 


(Ill) Those Lower Division Clerks, who are transferred from one region to an 
other region in public interest, shall, retain their seniority in the region from 
where they are transferred . The minimum period of such transter shall be two 
years, if not specified otherwise . If , during this period a vacancy in the Grade 
of Upper Division Clerk occurs in the original or parent region such Lower Divi 
alon Clerk shall be considered for promotion according to his seniority . Those 
Lower Division Clerks , who seek transfer at their own request , would rank Junior 
to all the existing Lower Division Clerks of their category ( i. e . permanent or tem 
porary , as the case may be, in nthe region to which they request for transfer. 


(Iv ) The seniority of Upper Division Clerks fixed at the initial constitution of 
the C . P . E . O . shall not be disturbed but the seniority of those Upper Division Clerks 
who are still officiating as Upper Division Clerks against maintenance vacancies 
shall be fixed in accordance with the revised principles,

Wages Act , 1948 ( 11 of 1948.) , the Central Government hereby makes the followiny 
rules further to amend the Minimum Wages (Central ) Rules , 1950, the same having 
been previously published as required by sub - section ( 1 ) of the said section , 
namely : 

1 . These rules may be called the Minimum Wages ( Central) Amendment 
Rules , 1988 . 

2 . In the Minimum Wages (Central) Rules, 1950 , for rule 14 , the following rule 
shall be substituted , namely : 
" 14 . Quorum .- -No business shall be transacted at any meeting unless at: 

least one -third of the members and at least one representative each 

of both the employers and the employees are present: 
Provided that, if at any meeting , less than one- third of the membere are 

present or not even one representative each of both the emplo 
yers and employees are present, the Chalrman may adjourn the 
meeting to a date not later than seven days from the date of the 
original meeting and it shall thereupon be lawful to dispose of the 
business at such adjourned meeting irrespective of the number of 
class, of members present." ,
